COLLATION. 

Collation, is where a benefice is conferred by the 
bishop, to whom the collation thereof belongs as 
pBinm jure plena, or which came to him by negli- 
gence and lapse $ and no presentment is made, nor 
is a testimonial i^quisite, the coUatee being a clerk 
in orders. 

There is no manner of difference between institu./ 
tion and collation as to the action itselfp but this, 
that the bishop does not present to such livings as 
are in his gift within his own diocese, but immedi-
